Wueress, At an election held for the purpose of clecting
officers for such incorporated town of New Hampton, a mayor,
arccorder, and five trustees were elected as such ofticers, and said
ofhcers have passed ordinances, made certain improvements, and
done other acts as such officers; and,

Wiuekrras, Doubts have arisen as to whether such incorporation
is legal and valid on account of failure to keep a registry of votes
at said elections, loss of some of the records thereof, and certain
irregularities therein; therctorjel,

SecTioN 1. Le it enacted by the General Assembly of the
State of Lowa, That all proceedings had in the incorporation of
said town of’ New llampton be, and the same are hereby legal-
ized; and said town of New llampton is hereby declared to be a
valid existing municipal éecorporation as an incorporated town
under the laws of the state of lowa.

Szc. 2. The clection of oflicers of said incorporation [mcmpo-
rated | town, and allacts done by said élicers, are hereby legalized
and declared valid and binding vo the same cxtent as ir said town
had been legally incorporated and the proper records thereof
made.

CIHHAPTER XXXIV.
SIOUX CITY AND SAINT PAUL LAND-GRANT.
AN ACT Authorizing and Directing the Governor to certify to the
Sioux City and \t Paul R(ulroad Company, certain Lauds named

therein,

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of theState of Iowa:
Secrion 1. That the governor of the state of lowa be and is
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hereby authorized and directed to certify to the Sioux City and
St. Paul Railroad Company any and all lands which are now held
by the state of Iowa in trust for the benefit of said railroad com-
pany in accordance with the provisions of section 2, of chapter
144 of the laws of the eleventh general assembly.

Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with the provis-
ions of this act are hereby repealed.

Sec. 3. This act being deemed of immediate importance shall
take eftect and be in force from and after its publication in The
Towa State Register, and The State Journal, newspapers published
at Des Moeines, Towa,

CHATTER XXXV,

LEASING TIHE CONV1ICT LABOR AT THE PENITENTIARY.

AN ACT to Provide for leasing the Conviet Labor in the Iowa Peni-
teptiary, alter he Exprration of the Lease now in force.

Seciron 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembdly of the
Stute of Lowa, That the governor be directed to appoint three
citizens of the state, who arc hereby constituted commissioners on
behalf of the state of Iowa, with full power and authority to enter
into a contract or lease with such person or persons and upon
such terms as they may deem of interest to the state, leasing or
hiring the lahor of the conviets in the penitentiary at Fort Madi-
son for aperiod of time not exceeding five (5) years,reserving to the
state the right to remove convicts to any other penitentiary:
LProvided, That the number shall not be reduced below three
Lundred, if there are that number of convicets; and said com-
niissioners are hereby authorized and required to enter into a
written agreement or contract with the person or persons with
whom they contract, in which the term and stipulation of the con-
tract shall be clearly set forth,

Sgc. 2. The commissioners shall require the person or persons,
to whom they shall hire or lease the labor of the convicts, to give
a bond to the state in at least double the amount of each quarterly
payment for such labor, with security to be approved by the
executiye council, for the faithful performance of the provisions
of the contract and the payment of the full amount duc from the
contractor or contractors quarterly for such labor,

Sec. 3. Said commissioners shall each take and subscribe an
oath faithfully to discharge their duties under this act, which oath
shall be reduced to writing, signed by said commissioners, and
filed in the office of the sccretary of state.
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
